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INFO. REPORT NO. 


1. The CeRode ( Gentral-Radio~stat ion) area Was south of Lsaritsigo 
(37°40! 4/55 37! Nj), woseow Oblast, and sast of Biryulevo (37 
39° 35/55°36' N). (‘or details see .nnex). 


2. There was a.new road leading from fseritsino to the new barracka 
in the installation aren and then terminating in open terrain. 
rour granaries, visible for a great distance, were west of the 
rond, close to the Tsaritsino-Biryulevo railroad line. 


3, the construction of a new three-story barracks building with 
school rooms was completed by Ps and a soviet construction 
tetthalion in October 1948, From 200 to SLU soldiers were quar~ 
tered there. .dministrotion offices, officers’ dwellings, etc. 
were in a two-story building, called "regiment" by the Soviets. 
There were some stiall houses, presumably billets, and an 80-foot 

“water tower. 


4. The central radic station, a two-story, 33x100-root building, was 
about 6,000 feet east of the rdlroad line and from 2,000 to 
2,500 feet east of Biryulevo. It was surrounded by fields, 
meadows, and woods. .. cable tronch was being dug from the station 
to the barracks buildings, about 3,500 feet distant. 


5, There were many masts about 3,300 feet east of the railroad line, 
According to fellow Fis, a detail of from 15 to 20 pYa, under 
the command of a former German parachute officer, was in February 
1947, assigned the erection of wooden, 100-foot masts for the 
transmitter installetion. The entire area covered with masts wes 
from two to three square *ilometers. Four hundred masts were 
counted in & section, sc that the tovai-nuknbor of masts was 6ctbiq 
mated at 6,6UG. The braced masts were standing individually ond 
ii groups.
